FIRE STATIONS AT 
RISK OF CLOSURE 


FIREFIGHTERS will take to the streets 
of Oswestry and Ellesmere this week¬ 
end as fire stations across Shropshire 
face closure. 


Retained firefighters from Shropshire Fire 
and Rescue Service will quiz shoppers and resi¬ 
dents on how they want their fire service to look 


in the future. 

The move comes in the 
wake of news that the 
service is to be hit by £1 
million of extra cuts that 
could lead to as many as 
five stations closing by 
2015. 

Over the past two years 
Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service has made 
severe financial cuts 
including reducing sen¬ 
ior incident commanders 
by 25 per cent, cutting 
firefighters by 10 per 
cent and outsourcing 
office work. 

A recruitment freeze 
began in 2009 with pay 
frozen in 2010 and 2011 
and any pay rises in 2012 
and 2013 capped to one 
per cent. This year alone, 
the service stripped out 
over £1 million in costs. 

A total of £3 million 
will have been saved from 
the £21 million cost of the 
fire service by 2015 but 
an extra £1 million is 
needed by 2015 as part of 
a total 28 per cent Gov¬ 
ernment funding cut. 

People will be asked if 
they would be willing to 
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pay around 3p or 4p 
extra per week more per 
household next year on 
top of their current £1.20 
council tax bill. 

It is all part of a public 
consultation process 
authorised by Shropshire 
and Wrekin Fire Author¬ 
ity in mid December. 

Chief Fire Officer Paul 
Raymond warned that 
‘extra cuts’ of around £1 
million had the potential 
of increasing the 
response time through 
the closure of up to five 
fire stations. 

He said: “In my profes¬ 
sional view I must advise 
everyone that cutting the 
service that far will 
increase risk. 

“We want the people of 
Oswestry and Ellesmere 
to tell us their views and 
I feel that the best way 
possible is for them to 
talk face to face with 
their local firefighters 
who live and work in our 
towns and villages across 
Shropshire.”

Chaos for 
residents 
as storms 
hit region 

FIERCE storms battered 
the Shropshire/Powys bor¬ 
der on Monday night, spark¬ 
ing flood alerts and chaotic 
road conditions. 

The Environment Agency 
issued localised flood warn¬ 
ings on the River Severn and 
River Vyrnwy as wind gusts 
of up to 50mph hit the area. 

Homes in Llanfyllin were 
flooded when the Abel 
Brook, piped under the 
town, overflowed because of 
a blocked culvert. 

Residents woke to water 
pouring down Brook Street 
and into a house and flats in 
the lowest part of Llan- 
fyllin’s High Street just 
before 6am. 

Damage 

Firefighters from Llan¬ 
fyllin and Welshpool spent 
several hours pumping 
water from the affected 
properties, including the 
Gian Aber flats and helping 
to clean up the water dam¬ 
age. 

There were fallen trees in 
the Oswestry area, and in 
Church Street, Welshpool, a 
tree blocked one lane of the 
road. 

Across the region, stand¬ 
ing water on minor roads 
was reported and the River 
Severn broke its banks at 
Cilcewydd near Welshpool 
where a motorist had to be 
rescued from a 4X4 vehicle. 

River levels in 
Llanymynech peaked at 
between four and 4.2 metres 
on Tuesday night. There 
were further alerts for the 
Llandrinio area. 

Demolition 
under way 

WORK to demolish Llan- 
rhaeadr’s 80-year-old Public 
Hall began on Tuesday to 
make way for a new 
£500,000 building. 

Villagers who have been 
fundraising for the new 
building secured a Big Lot¬ 
tery grant and other funds 
amounting to nearly 
£500,000. 

The group still hope to 
raise £50,000 by the time the 
new hall opens and have 
launched the Equip and Fit 
appeal. 
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A BID FOR cash to help fund a new cinema in Oswestry has been 
made to stem the flow of town residents travelling to Shrewsbury and 
Wrexham to see newly-released films. 

Officials at film-screening company KinoKulture have made a bid for £50,000 
from the Market Towns Revitalisation Programme pot ringfenced for commu¬ 
nity projects in the Oswestry area. 

They want to use the money to buy digital projection equipment for the Attfield Theatre 

in the Guidlhall on Bailey Head and hope to 
hear in the next few weeks whether they 
have been successful. 

If the application for cash is successful the 
equipment should be set up by March. It 
means box-office films will be brought to the 
town ahead of the creation of a new cinema 
in the supermarket complex which will be 
built on the town’s livestock market site. 

Alternative 

Ruth Carter, the company’s film pro¬ 
grammer, said: “The new digital system 
would give us the ability to show all sorts of 
films including those screening at local mul¬ 
tiplex cinemas as well as the opportunity to 
screen alternative content such as Opera 
Live From The Met and productions from 
The National Theatre.” 

Over the past 16 months Kinokulture has 
been working with local community groups 
and events organisers to present film nights 
at The Attfield Theatre and The Ironworks. 

Mrs Carter, said: “Audience numbers are 
growing and we are keen to build on this and 
get more people in Oswestry aware of the 
idea that they can come and see films on the 
big screen in their own town.” 


Councillortells 
of delight over 
support for 
leisure centre 


A LONG-SERVING councillor says he is 
“delighted” the Oswestry public is taking 
the town’s new leisure centre to their 
hearts. 

The £10 million complex opened to the 
public in October and received a royal seal 
of approval when The Duke of Gloucester 
formally opened the Shrewsbury Road 
leisure centre. 

The opening was particularly significant 
for Councillor Martin Bennett, an Oswestry 
town and Shropshire councillor. 

For as a former Oswestry borough coun¬ 
cillor he played a role in ensuring the plans 
moved forward before the borough council 
was swallowed up by the new unitary 
Shropshire Council. 

Figures 

Councillor Bennett said: “I remember 
very clearly the meeting we held as 
Oswestry borough councillors when we 
authorised it to go ahead.” 

Figures have revealed that nearly 17,000 
people visited it during its first month - an 
increase of nearly 3,000 compared with the 
same month in 2010 at the town’s old sports 
centre. 

Councillor Bennett said: “It is a huge 
asset to the town and that is why the bor¬ 
ough council did what we did at the time. 

“We wanted to leave some sort of legacy 
and that was the leisure centre.” 


Call for action over 
speed restrictions 

VILLAGERS are calling for long-awaited 
speed restrictions to be installed in a coun¬ 
try road near Oswestry as soon as possible. 

Local residents have been campaigning 
for a 40mph limit on the A495 from Llynclys 
to Porthywaen for several years and, at the 
beginning of December, Shropshire council¬ 
lors unanimously agreed to implement the 
road changes. But Shropshire Councillor 
Arthur Walpole said this week that he had 
been told the signs would not be installed 
until later this month or February. 

He said: “The signs haven’t been put in 
yet and it will take a little while because 
they have got to be done properly.

A PIECE OF neglected land 
is being transformed into a 
community orchard thanks 
to a £10,000 lottery grant. 

The project has been 
launched in Oswestry with 
plans for hedge-laying and 
other workshops to take 
place in the new year and 
eventually sell its home¬ 
grown produce. 

The acre of land is 
between the railway line and 
Gobowen Road on the B5069 
and is leased by Cambrian 
Heritage Railways.

Town group

He said: “An appeal has gone in and we 
want an inspector to come and have a look 
and see what we are doing. 

“It will cost somebody a lot of money. If we 
win the council will have to pay our costs. If 
we lose we pay the costs. But we are trying 
to create a home for our family 

“We don’t believe the reasons for refusal 
stand up. We are closer to residential devel¬ 
opment than the council’s own site at Park 
Hall. We are a local family trying to set up a 
home. 

“We believe this site does fit policy and 
will take this all the way to Europe if we 
have to.” 

Mr Berry said moves by Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to extend the Park Hall site would not 
help his family. The council has lodged plans 
to build a further 10 pitches at Park Hall 
gipsy and traveller camp. 

More than 80 objection letters were 
received to the Berry family development, 
which started without planning permission, 
forcing the council to issue a stop notice.

VOLUNTEERS gave up their Christmas 
break to clear 70 metres of undergrowth 
from the Montgomery Canal at Crickheath. 

The Waterway Recovery group saw so many will¬ 
ing people turn up at the canal near Oswestry on 
Boxing Day to help out that some were turned away. 

The work involved helpers having to clear the areas of 
the canal south of Crickheath Bridge. 

Michael Limbrey, chairman of Montgomery Waterway 
Restoration Trust, said: “Volunteers of Waterway Recov¬ 
ery Group first worked on the Montgomery Canal over 40 
years ago. 

“With the Shropshire Union Canal Society working on 
the adjoining section, volunteers are putting a great effort 
into extending the navigable section of the canal south 
from Redwith Bridge. The volunteers have been clearing 
the canal south of Crickheath. Tree clearance is a very 
important part of the restoration because it allows the 
engineering inspections which are a vital precursor to 
making funding applications. 

Machinery 

“This work being done is ideal for the winter months 
when conditions make it difficult to use large machinery to 
profile the canal, to lay the waterproof liner or use lime 
mortar to rebuild wharf walls.” 

In the summer about 100 volunteers, aged between 20 
and 70, came to Shropshire from all across the country and 
from France and Spain, paying to work hard all day and to 
sleep on the floor of Porthy waen Silver Band Hall. 

They made progress with the restoration of a section of 
the canal south of Price’s Bridge, Redwith, clearing and 
reshaping 70 metres of the bed of the canal. 

Mr Limbrey said: “The work of Waterway Recovery 
Group last summer very clearly showed the damage which 
tree roots can do and the extra effort and expense involved 
to remove them deep underground. 

“The Montgomery Canal was built 200 years ago using 
little more than picks and shovels, and as a branch line at 
the edge of the national network. We think that with peaty 
ground conditions, this section of canal was never very 
watertight, and that when the volunteers have finished 
the canal will be in a better condition than it ever was.”

He said in the last month the group had 
recently been made aware of telephone 
fraudsters which have been targeting elderly 
people by offering them bogus and poten¬ 
tially hazardous energy-saving devices. 

Gadgets 

Mr Lade said: “The scammers say they are 
from a UK power supplier or a partner com¬ 
pany and claim the £99 plug-in gadgets can 
slash 40 per cent from utility bills. 

“But in reality the devices deliver no prac¬ 
tical savings and could result in fire or even 
electrocution. The Trading Standards Insti¬ 
tute is currently dealing with over 200 com¬ 
plaints about these fake goods.” 

He said he had also heard of callers pre¬ 
tending to be from BT saying a bill had not 
been paid and had to be paid over the phone 
with them. He said: “One of our main aims 
is to try and look after the elderly and the 
vulnerable. Because these scams are so good 
it is not just the elderly that get caught.

Farmer is well prepared 
for all the challenges ahead

WE ALL HAVE defining moments 
in our lives: the birth of a child, 
the death of a parent or a mar¬ 
riage to our life-time partner. 

However, for Oswestry farmer, 
Malcolm Roberts his life has been 
defined by a series of unfortunate 
events. 

When Malcolm took over the family 
farm, following his father’s death in 1982, 
he spent the first ten years making re-pay - 
ments on recently purchased land and saw 
a ‘reasonable return’. 

His marriage to Anne in 1990 meant that 
he and his mum, Ruth, now had extra help 
during lambing season and with the books. 
However, in the early 90s Malcolm also hit 
his first hurdle, BSE. 

During the height of Bovine Spongiform 
Encephalopathy in 1993, huge numbers of 
cows were being destroyed every week. 
Malcolm described this as ‘putting his busi¬ 
ness back ten years’ it was a worrying time 
for British farmers as the European market 
stopped trading with Britain. 

“The market shut overnight. On the 
morning of the announcement we were 
stopping trading with Europe, we had cat¬ 
tle prime and ready for the slaughter, 
within two weeks it was so hard to sell cat¬ 
tle, the price had dropped drastically.” 

Unlike most businesses, when demand 
becomes less, farmers cannot stop supply¬ 
ing. We can’t stop producing, that’s the dif¬ 
ference with farming, you have to keep on 
producing, you have to keep feeding live¬ 
stock and producing crops.” 

BSE ran its course and by the early mil¬ 
lennium the price for beef was back up and 
Malcolm’s farm was turning the corner, 
then he met another obstacle. 

“In 2001 we were hit with foot and 
mouth, it knocked us to pieces. We had 
1,800 lambs that we had to slaughter and 
prices became very low.”

“It took six million lambs out of the food 
chain and breading has never really 
regained, it’s currently about 15 per cent 
lower.” 

It was an agonising time for Malcolm as 
the public were too afraid to eat his lamb. 

“The public didn’t want it because they 
were scared of getting foot and mouth, 
which was hard for us, because the disease 
actually only spreads from live animal to 
live animal.” 

Pressure 

It was during this time that supermar¬ 
kets, such as Asda and Tesco began to start 
a monopoly over food distribution. 

“There was high pressure on the beef and 
dairy industry, with the European market 
closed; the British supermarkets started a 
trade war.” 

“Supermarkets grasped the idea that 
people needed bread, cereal, milk and beef 
and slashed the prices, so pressure was on.” 

However, Malcolm managed to steer 


clear of selling direct to abattoirs and the 
supermarkets. We provide to independent 
slaughter houses like, ADP in Shrewsbury 
and Hordley.” 

Malcolm also trades to butchers in Mold, 
Northampton and Birmingham and cur¬ 
rently sells around 20 cattle a day at mar¬ 
ket. 

So, the future is looking bright for Mal¬ 
colm, although he admits that ‘you never 
can predict a disease, although you can buy 
security, you never know what’s around the 
corner.’ 

Around the corner for Malcolm is the 
continuation of his family’s farm, through 
his son, Andrew. 

Andrew, 17, is currently studying a 
BTEC in Agriculture at Walford and North 
Shropshire College, with an aim to one day 
take over the farm. 

But, it’s not just sheep, cattle and future 
farmers that Malcolm has bred during his 
29 years in farming. 


His daughter, Alice, 15 is currently sit¬ 
ting her GCSE’s and is hoping to study 
marketing at A-Levels, in order to take over 
the utility side of the farm. 

One part of running a good business is 
always being prepared and Malcolm is cer¬ 
tainly preparing for the future running of 
his farm, he is also ready for the problems 
that may lie ahead. 

Malcolm’s next challenge is the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s common agricultural policy 
reform, taking place in Brussels. 

The CAP reform hopes to give European 
agriculture a direction for the next eight 
years, by having one reform for all 27 
states, Malcolm believes this could create 
problems. 

“It’s a very dicey euro zone, with the 
Greeks, Spanish and Italians’ economies 
being the way they are, my next big chal¬ 
lenge is the CAP reform and how it will 
affect my business and fit into a failing euro

Station's 
£l.2m aid 
for work 
on access 


CHIRK RAILWAY Station is 
to get £1.2 million for 
improvements. 

The funding, announced 
by the Department of Trans¬ 
port, will help improve 
access at the station on the 
Shrewsbury to Chester line 
where passengers have to 
climb 24 steep steps to reach 
the Chester platform. 

It was announced as part 
of the Government’s 
increased investment to pro¬ 
vide improved access to sta¬ 
tions throughout the 
country. But the work will 
not be completed until 2014. 

The campaign for 
improvements has been led 
by the Friends of Chirk Sta¬ 
tion group. 

Christine Ashford, from 
the group, said: “Chirk sta¬ 
tion was adopted six years 
ago under the Adopt a Sta¬ 
tion with Arriva Trains 
Wales. 

“One of the major difficul¬ 
ties is that there is no dis¬ 
abled access for passengers 
from trains going south to 
north. This isn’t just about 
those in wheelchairs. 

“There are 24 steep stairs 
to negotiate from the 
Chester platform to the 
bridge. For those people who 
use our station to holiday in 
this area its a nightmare to 
watch them struggling to 
carry heavy suitcases up and 
down the stairs.” 

Pupils aid 
redesign 
of toilets 

PUPILS at the Marches 
School in Oswestry are help¬ 
ing to redesign the toilets. 

The Student Leadership 
Group has been asked to 
look at the redesign. 

Llewellyn Evans, one of 
the pupils, said: “This is an 
important task, affecting all 
students.

Lisa, who is originally 
from Ellesmere but now 
lives in Maidenhead, has so 
far managed to raise £6,000, 
including a £3,000 donation 
from The Prince Philip 
Trust Fund for the Royal 
Borough of Windsor and 
Maidenhead. 

Because the powered 
chair is made up of different 
sections, she hopes to be able 
to start buying the parts 
early in 2012.

Plans for 
shops at 
car park

A FORMER Montgomery¬ 
shire MR who is now one of 
the most powerful and influ¬ 
ential lawyers in Britain, 
has been honoured for help¬ 
ing to keep Britain safe from 
terrorists.

MP for Montgomeryshire 
between 1983 and 1997, tak¬ 
ing over from Delwyn 
Williams and succeeded by 
Lembit Opik. 

The 63-year-old Liberal 
Democrat barrister is 
respected on all sides of the 
House of Lords and is well- 
known for his independence, 
his desire to balance human 
rights with the need for pro¬ 
tection from terrorism and 
also his love of all things 
Welsh. 

Lord Carlile said he was 
‘very pleased’ with the

“I was never looking for 
such a thing, but it’s nice for 
one’s work to be recog¬ 
nised,” he said. 

He added: “National secu¬ 
rity is very important - it’s 
the rolled-up right of every 
one of the 60 million of us 
living in Britain to be safe 
and secure.”

John Day, from Bwlchyfridd, who used to be employed by the American Air 
Force, said he was concerned about the effect the wind farms could have on avi¬ 
ation matters. 

Under the plans by National Grid, a sub-station could be built in Abermule, near New¬ 
town, or Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, with hundreds of pylons in the Severn Valley 

to link windfarms to the National Grid.

Bosses at National Grid stress no decision 
has been made about whether the link 
would use pylons or underground cables. 

Mr Day said: “Mid Wales residents have 
many concerns over the construction of 
huge wind farms in the area for many rea¬ 
sons, regarding health, tourism, effect on 
wildlife, natural beauty of area, and many 
more. 

“One of the increasing concerns is the 
interference that wind farms and their huge 
turbines are causing to aviation and 
weather radar systems. 

“Researchers are trying to understand 
the factors causing the interference with 
the scattering - radar echoes - from the 
rotating turbines. 

“Sometimes aircraft disappear com¬ 
pletely off the radar screen, spinning wind 
turbines make it hard to detect incoming 
planes. Apart from being a national secu¬ 
rity issue, it seriously impairs the ability to 
detect, monitor and safely conduct air oper¬ 
ations. 

He added: “There do not appear to be any 
up-to-date studies of large wind farms such 
as those proposed for Mid Wales taking into 
account the cumulative effect they may 
have on interfering with radar systems. 

“Solutions to rectify the problems in 
small wind farms will not necessarily work 
with the proposed wind farms in Mid Wales, 
further studies must be undertaken.”

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Caravan pitches 
recommended 
to be approved 

PLANS TO expand a caravan park in north 
Shropshire have been recommended for 
approval, despite a number of objections. 

There already five pitches at Bridleway Field, at 
Gobowen, near Oswestry, and the applicants are 
applying for permission to create another seven, as 
well as a toilet and shower block. 

In August a previous application was refused on the 
grounds of its size, and this new request has been scaled 
down. 

The application also involves changing the use of the land 
to allow the pitching of tents. 

Selattyn and Gobowen Parish Council has objected, argu¬ 
ing that the site is under-used and does not justify the size 
of the extension. 

There have also been nine letters of objection on the 
grounds of traffic noise and pollution, as well as the lack of 
an adequate water supply and the lack of controls to prevent 
the site being permanently occupied. 

But seven letters have been received in support of the 
application. 

These say the site is immaculately maintained and its 
users benefit the local economy. 

Planning conditions state that no caravan or individual 
can stay on the site for more than 28 days in a year. 

The report to Shropshire Council’s north planning com¬ 
mittee says: “Officers are now satisfied that the level of 
additional pitches proposed is acceptable and that the 
accommodation block is now of a size that is appropriate to 
the scale of the facility and is not of a scale that could be put 
to some inappropriate alternative use were the caravan site 
to cease to function.” 

The application will be discussed on January 10.

The trick is to stay on top of 
this busy job, says minister 


HE SPENDS much of his time commuting between his Shropshire home 
and not one but two places of work - London and Northern Ireland. 

North Shropshire MFJ Owen Paterson, could never have imagined just how much his life 
would change when the Conservatives took power 19 months ago. 

Today, after a full year as Secretary of State for Northern Ireland, Mr Paterson says that 
the trick is to keep on top of the job and not let it get on top of you. With help from wife, 
Rose, and a secretary in Westminster, the MP manages to stick to one of the busiest diaries 
in politics. He may have a cabinet meeting at 10am but still manages to be at a surgery in 


Market Drayton by 3.30pm 

He will spend a long night at a meeting or 
important function in Northern Ireland, 
but somehow still manage to keep his 
appointment at a breakfast meeting with 
Shropshire business people. 

This year Mr Paterson has seen many 
milestones reached. 

“Locally, the opening of Oswestry’s new 
health centre at long last has been a real 
achievement,” he said. “We’ve held about 30 
health meetings in the town to push for bet¬ 
ter services and although the centre is now 
open, everyone agrees that those meetings 
should continue. New services will be added 
at the health centre all the time. 

“Now we have to ensure Ellesmere gets 
its new health facilities.” 

The MP has been involved in the public 
consultation over plans to link a new wind- 
farm in mid Wales with the main National 
Grid power line running north/south 
through Shropshire. 

“I am waiting to hear just what the out¬ 
come of the consultation will be. If there is 
to be a windfarm Shropshire should not 
have to suffer the consequences from the 
power lines crossing the county,” he said. 

Mr Paterson deals with much of his con¬ 
stituency correspondence while travelling. 

“I have been told that I am the only secre¬ 
tary of state that takes calls from con¬ 
stituents in the car. But I have discovered 
that the only way to deal with such a busy

job is to keep on top of it and not let it get on 
top of you. I try to ensure that I have as busy 
a constituency day as possible, perhaps 
spending one day in the Market Drayton 
area, another in and around Oswestry so 
that I am not wasting my time travelling.” 

When he took over as Northern Ireland 
minister, Mr Paterson was horrified to dis¬ 
cover the secretary of state used a private jet. 

“I stopped that immediately and insist 
that we use regular, budget airlines for trav¬ 
elling to Northern Ireland,” he said. “If I need 
to get there in a hurry then there may be no 
option than to use a private jet. But up to 
now the need hasn’t arisen and I am proud 
to day that when we last did our sums, we 
had saved the taxpayer, £600,000.” 

Amid his non-stop work, Mr Paterson and 
his wife felt they needed some time away. 
They spent their summer holiday taking 
part in the Mongol Derby, billed as the 
toughest horse race in the world, raising 
money for charity. It is a 1,000km, 10-day 
horse ride across the Mongolian wilderness. 

The couple were two of just a handful of 
riders to finish. “We’ve now raised £70,000,”

Scheme for care home 
to become apartments 


Firms warned 
over websites 

TOURISM businesses in Mid 
Wales have been advised to pay 
close attention to their website to 
ensure that it is meeting the needs 
of their customers. 

The advice came from Nigel 
Packer, from Business to Business 
Internet Marketing Ltd and 
author of ‘Internet Marketing’, 
who was a guest speaker at Mid 
Wales Tourism’s Marketing on a 
Budget conference held at Greg- 
ynog Hall, Tregynon, near New¬ 
town. 

Delegates spent the afternoon 
attending workshops where they 
were able to meet suppliers 
involved in IT and web marketing, 
training and business service and 
food producers from Mid Wales 
Food Talks. 

MWT represents more than 550 
tourism businesses. 


A RESIDENTIAL home in 
Oswestry which has catered 
for the elderly for 30 years 
could soon close and be con¬ 
verted into apartments. 

Plans have been lodged with 
Shropshire Council to convert Stan¬ 
ley Place in Salop Road into six self 
contained flats. 

The move has been made because 
owner Pauline Edwards says the busi¬ 
ness has become less commercially 
viable, according to planning papers. 

Retirement 

Papers lodged to accompany the appli¬ 
cation said: “For the last 30 years the 
property has been used as a residential 
home for the elderly consisting of 13 bed¬ 
rooms with associated sitting rooms, 
bathrooms etc. and having capacity for 
16 residents. 

“The owner, Mrs Pauline Edwards, is 
now nearing retirement and no longer 
wishes to continue the business. 

“At the time of submission the home 
has 10 residents and numbers have been 
falling steadily over recent years. This, 
together with ever increasing regulation 


has made the home less commercially 
viable. 

“Once the new Fairholme on Shrews¬ 
bury Road is completed this will further 
reduce the numbers of residents that the 
council allocate to Stanley Place as the 
bedrooms at Fairholme are pre-paid. 

“It is therefore felt that long term the 
home is no longer viable and conversion 
to flats would appear to be a sensible way 
forward bearing in mind that the other 
properties along the terrace have previ¬ 
ously been converted. 

“The proposal is to create two self con¬ 
tained flats on each of the three floors. 

“All will be accessed from the existing 
entrance hall and landing that will 
become a communal area, although the 
ground floor flats will also have separate 
entrances.” 

The planning papers added: “The 
town centre location will not require the 
occupants to use a car as all amenities 
can be reached on foot or by public trans¬ 
port. 

“However as many tenants will still 
have a car it is proposed to provide one 
space per flat.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to deter¬ 
mine the bid by February 15.

IN 1966, parent carers attend¬ 
ing a conference concerned 
with cerebral palsy, consid¬ 
ered the question ‘what will 
happen to my child when I’m 
gone?’ 

Their response was that if there is no 
family willing or able to protect the 
interests of a vulnerable person, then 
those interests should continue to be 
protected by a ‘citizen advocate’ - an 
unpaid volunteer citizen who has no 
connection with any of the services 
provided to that person, thus able to 
ensure the voice of the vulnerable per¬ 
son is heard without risk of conflict of 
interest. 

Advocacy 

It wasn’t too long after that confer¬ 
ence that the first citizen advocacy 
schemes were established in the UK. 

As one of those schemes, OSCA is a 
small charity, with a big heart, which 
recruits and prepares volunteer citizen 
advocates to provide support for adults 
with learning difficulties across Shrop¬ 
shire. 

OSCA began life in 1994 when a 
steering group consisting mainly of 
parents of people with learning diffi¬ 
culties, staff of residential homes and 
care centres and other interested par¬ 
ties got together and acquired some 
funding to establish an office and 
employ a part-time volunteer advocate 
co-ordinator. 

Since then OSCA has thrived and 
grown and now employs two co-ordina- 
tors, an Administrator, a Co-ordina¬ 
tion Manager and part-time Cleaner. 
In 2010 OSCA was awarded a five-year 
grant from The Big Lottery Fund, 
which is matched by support from 
Shropshire Council and support 
through charitable donations and 


fundraising activities. OSCA was 
awarded the Queen’s Golden Jubilee 
Award in 2003 for voluntary service by 
groups in the community. 

The aim of OSCA is to promote the 
relief of people with a learning diffi¬ 
culty, and related problems, and help 
them to overcome their disabilities by: 
assisting them to obtain their full 
rights and privileges as a citizen; by 
providing long-term personal friend¬ 
ship and support; by providing support 
and advice on a one-to-one basis; and 
by recruiting, training, promoting and 
supporting volunteer citizen advocates 
to develop supportive partnerships 
with people with learning difficulties. 

Citizen advocacy partnerships 
develop over time to meet the needs of 
both the partner and the advocate. 


Many of the partnerships are based 
on long-term friendships that develop 
as the individuals get to know, under¬ 
stand and trust each other. 

Other partnerships are based on 
resolving particular issues that arise in 
a partner’s life so contact between 
partner and advocate may be infre¬ 
quent but intense during times of 
uncertainty or trouble. 

However the partnerships develop, 
the volunteer citizen advocate is there 
to ensure their partner’s voice is heard 
and their wishes, opinions and needs 
are put forward and considered when 
decisions are being made around them.

Plans for 
shops go 
to council 

NEW life will be breathed 
into shop units in Oswestry 
town centre if planning 
approval is granted. 

Plans have been lodged 
with Shropshire Council for 
listed building consent to 
make internal alterations to 
ground floor shop units on 2- 
6 Albion Hill. 

Agents for the applicants 
said permission had already 
been given to convert flats 
above the shops. 

A report to accompany the 
application said: “The cur¬ 
rent shop units are to be 
refurbished.The areas of 
each shop unit are to be pre¬ 
dominantly kept the same 
but a few modifications will 
need to take place to sepa¬ 
rate them from the flats.” 

There is a basement, but it 
will not be looked at in this 
application. The largest unit 
on the corner of Bailey 
Street and Albion Hill is cur¬ 
rently a flower shop. 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to make a decision on the bid 
by January 17. 


Firm has plan 
for expansion 

A MANUFACTURING firm has lodged plans to build new premises on 
an Oswestry industrial park to meet worldwide demand for its prod¬ 
ucts. 

Roche Systems 2000 Limited has applied for planning permission to erect a light com¬ 
mercial building at Maes-y-Clawdd on the Mile Oak Industrial Estate. 

The firm manufactures and installs a range of awnings, glass verandas, roller garage 
doors and security doors and gates for domestic and commercial clients throughout the UK. 
Papers to accompany the planning application to Shropshire Council said the firm 


already operates on the industrial estate. 

The papers said: “The existing premises 
is occupied by two sister companies, one 
manufacturing roller shutter doors and the 
other dealing with the storage, display and 
sales of same. 

“Worldwide demand for the units is cur¬ 
rently such that the manufacturing element 
requires more space for their operations 
resulting in a new nearby site being found 
for Roche’s commercial sales side of the 
business.” 

The planning papers said the workforce 
would rise from eight to nine employees if 
the permission was granted. 

The papers say although the application 
site is located adjacent to a watercourse, the 


applicants felt the risk of flooding does not 
constitute a good reason for refusing plan¬ 
ning permission. 

They added: “In the most unlikely event 
that flood water does enter the site it will 
not be to an extent to which will threaten 
life or injury or cause damage to property or 
parked vehicles. 

“An additional safeguard in this respect is 
the presence of a natural dry escape route. 

“Nevertheless the applicant is willing if 
required to ensure that seals are fitted to 
the ground floor doors to prevent water 
ingress.” 

Shropshire Council hopes to determine 
the bid by January 25.

Signs at 
store to 
be lit up 

OSWESTRY’S Wilkinson 
store has been given permis¬ 
sion to erect illuminated 
advertising signs after 
appealing to the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

The application was 
turned down by Shropshire 
Council in May on the 
grounds that the signs 
would damage the character 
of the town centre’s conser¬ 
vation area. But in Novem¬ 
ber planning inspector Kay 
Sheffield visited the site, in 
New Street. 

In her report she said: 
“The appeal property is not 
in keeping with the majority 
of buildings within the 
street scene and lacks a tra¬ 
ditional shop front. The size 
and detail of the signage 
would not look incongruous 
on the property, and whilst it 
may not enhance the conser¬ 
vation area I do not consider 
that it causes harm to the 
character or appearance of 
the conservation area.” 

The permit will run for 
five years.

But disaster struck in January last 
year when she lost everything in a 
house fire. She now lives in a tiny cot¬ 
tage in the hills above Llanfechain. 

Her day job involves working in 
radio transmission which this year will 
see her behind the scenes at this year’s 
Olympic games. 

Outside of work Lauren, who 
trained in engineering, has a number 
of hobbies including running, biking 
and mountaineering. 

She said “I adore being outdoors, 
close to nature and experiencing the 
majesty of the mountains.” 

She also volunteers for North East 
Wales Search and Rescue Team, 
NEWSAR, where she is an active and

fully trained member. The work has 
seen her caught up in many nail-biting 
adventures. 

She said: “I love being a part of the 
team, they are a fabulous bunch of peo¬ 
ple and the skills they have taught me 
are incredible—

“It’s also great to make a difference, 
whether that be heading out in the 
driving rain in the middle of the night 
to search dense woodland for a missing 
child or carrying an injured rock 
climber down from a crag in a 
stretcher. 

“Mountain Rescue was for me a log¬ 
ical step once I’d moved to Wales. 

“I’ve always wanted to help people 
and give something back to the com¬ 
munity, especially the outdoor commu¬ 
nity. 

“Stepping forward as a volunteer in 
a team that provides the last line of 
defence for those injured or lost in the 


hills just felt like something I needed to 
do.” 

Lauren has been involved in climb¬ 
ing herself for around eight years and 
still trains regularly, however this 
recently resulted in her experiencing 
one of her most scariest moments in 
life. 

She said: “Earlier this year I was 
climbing on a big cascade ice climb in 
Norway when we were hit by a massive 
avalanche on the route. 

“Fortunately we were tied on with 
ropes and screws. 

“As we were climbing I heard a friend 
above me shout something and the 
next thing I knew there was a huge 
white wall of snow heading straight 
down on top of us. 

“We were very lucky as our equip¬ 
ment held us and the pair of us man¬ 
aged to escape with relatively minor 
cuts and bruises. But it could have 
been very different as at the base of the 
fall the debris was five metres deep.” 

Now her newest and most commit¬ 
ting hobby to add to the list is aerobatic 
and competition flying and she has 
started a website documenting and 
showcasing her experiences at 
www. theaerobaticproject. com 

She said it is a life-changing experi¬ 
ence. 

“Flying for me is something truly

Travelling in style - But can anyone shed light on Mr Merrydew, the coachman to Mrs Wynne Corrie? 



Immaculately dressed in his 
uniform, coachman Mr Merry- 
dew poses for the camera with 
his equally immaculate coach 
and horses and in so doing 
gives us all today, many years 
later, an insight into how the 
well-to-do of yesteryear got 
about. 

This photo has been loaned by Mrs 
Mary Abel of Oswestry, but belonged to 
her late mother, Mrs Mary Jones, nee 
Richards, whose memoirs we dipped into 
over the past few weeks. 

And Mrs Jones had attached a note to 
the photo, which is mounted on board and 
carries the name of "J. Maclardy, 
Oswestry" - that will have been the pho¬ 
tographer or photographer's studio - 
which gives some background informa¬ 
tion. 

"Mr Merrydew, coachman to Mrs 
Wynne Corrie (rear of site of Park Hall). 
Buildings modernised and turned into 
flats," says the note. 

"Mrs Corrie divorced her first husband 
(Lord Cotten) on account of desertion and 
later wished to marry Mr Wynne Corrie. 
No clergyman would perform ceremony 
except Rev Redfern, vicar of Holy Trinity. 
She was lady bountiful evermore to the 


church, building a mission room in Beat¬ 
rice Street, being only one gift." 

Park Hall was a magnificent timber¬ 
framed building which burnt down on 
Boxing Day in 1918 while the Army was in 
occupation. 

Obviously the brick building in the pic¬ 
ture at the back of the hall cannot have 
been affected. 

Mrs Abel has no idea how the photo 
came into her family and doesn't think her 
mother would have known Mr Merrydew. 
The benevolent Mrs Wynne Corrie was 


herself well known in the area, and died in 
a lift accident at Park Hall in 1913. 

The likelihood then is that this undated 
photo was taken in the years before the 
First World War. 

And as a reminder of what Park Hall 
looked like, Mrs Abel has loaned us a post¬ 
card of that too. It was franked in 1921, by 
which time of course the building had 
already been destroyed by fire.

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A perfect time to see 
or hear the red fox... 


T’WAS not quite the night before Christmas, 
nor was it a crisp New Year’s Day in the recent 
past. It wasn’t festive, or winter; it wasn’t even 
Shropshire at all. 

But I want to share with you, dear readers, an incident 
that occurred to me not so long ago and that is certainly 
highly topical, interesting and pertinent today. 

During my formative years in Connecticut, New England, if 
I wasn’t behind a desk at school, I was invariably amongst the 
wildlife that surrounded the family home. To me, it was all ter¬ 
ribly exciting and exotic, but there were some similarities with 
rural Shropshire that occasionally presented themselves. On 
those rare instances when I was not honing my naturalist’s 
palette, the family would gather on the lawn and play baseball. 

In baseball, the distance between the pitcher and the bats¬ 
man is not far (18.4 metres to be exact) and even less so when 
small children are playing. Imagine then, my surprise, when 
confronted with my last of three pitches, I looked up to see not 
a red and white ball coming towards me, but a red and white fox. 

Danger 

The animal trotted entirely contentedly towards myself and 
then changed tack slightly to canter between me and my father, 
the pitcher. Off he went, straight through the field of play and 
down the road. I had been too bemused and awestruck to realise 
the potential danger we had been in, but commenting on it later, 
Dad announced he had seen flecks of foam covering the crea¬ 
ture’s lips; a sure sign, considering the circumstances, that the 
fox was rabid. 

Rabies is a vile disease and it is a blessed thing that we find 
ourselves living on an island, and thus far, rabies-free; one of the 
only nations in the world to remain so. In America, as in the 
Britain, there are mammals that have made a living from their 
close proximity to humans and it is these that become public 
enemy number one when rabies is concerned. 

For residents of the US, it’s racoons and skunks to watch out 
for, but if the disease ever found its way here, it would probably 
become the biggest problem among urban red foxes. 

The fox is a survivor. They have overtaken grey wolves as the 
most widespread canines in the wild and are distributed 
throughout the northern hemisphere of the planet. Even 
though thousands of foxes are killed in Britain every year by 
hunting and shooting, the overall population does not seem to 
be affected and foxes are in no danger of becoming rare. But 
why, if it doesn’t do a damned bit of good, are foxes persecuted 
so much? 

Any smallholder of chickens knows the danger foxes can pres¬ 
ent, but if their livestock is easily ‘fox-proofed’ then the fox will

move on. He isn’t an indiscriminate killer. Think about it, if you 
were a fox, you’d want to stock up on your larder by taking all 
the chickens in a coop. If you were disturbed however, you’d get 
out of there pretty sharpish and leave the rest; this is exactly 
what happens. 

In the UK, captive foxes live up to about 14 years, comparable 
to domestic dogs. However, in the wild, they rarely live more 
than a couple of years. In rural areas where lethal fox control is 
applied, up to 80 per cent of a fox population is less than one year 
old. A sad fact. But why do I go on so? 

Because this month is the perfect time to both see and hear 
red foxes, wherever you live. If you are woken by unearthly 
screams in the dead of night, fear not. This is simply a vixen, 
calling for her mate. And if you hear a barking ‘bow-wow-wow’, 
yes, sure, your favourite pooch may have escaped, but it’s more 
likely to be the answering call of a dog fox. 

So whether it’s by sight or sound, make the most of January 
on our charming little island that is, Britain.

WHEN the Vauxhall delivery driver 
arrived with the week’s test car it 
wasn’t the model I was expecting. 

An Insignia Sports Tourer was on order but 
when the gleaming red model pulled up in the 
car park it was clearly a saloon and the second 
shock was that it was a 1.4 petrol. 

Previously I had been blissfully unaware 
that Vauxhall produced a 1.4 variant of such a 
big car but the biggest surprise was still to come 
because Vauxhall have produced a real dia¬ 
mond. 

The new-to-range 1.4 Turbo engine com¬ 
bines power, efficiency and refinement, emit¬ 
ting just 134g/km of C02 and achieving a stingy 
49.6mpg. 

Torque has been increased to 200Nm and the 
engine offers low 15 per cent BIK for the 
2011/12 tax year. 

This addition mean Vauxhall’s European Car 
of the Year-winning Insignia range is now an 
even more compelling choice for private and 
business users. 

The new Insignia models also benefit from 
updated 18-inch five spoke alloy wheels and the 
inclusion of new satellite navigation units, 
Navi600 and Navi900. 

The Navi600 offers UK and Ireland mapping 
and main road networks across Europe, whilst 
the Navi900 features detailed European map¬ 
ping. 

There’s a good range of diesels too if you’re 
not convinced that a 1.4 petrol will do the job. 

Prices for the sub-120g diesel models start 
from £20,345 for the ES 2.0 CDTi (130PS) 
ecoFLEX Start/Stop Hatchback and go up to 
£29,385 for the top-of-the-range SRi Nav Vx 
Line Red Sports Tourer (160PS) ecoFLEX. 

The 1.4 Turbo is priced from £18,680 for the 




ES Hatchback up to £27,110 for the SRi Nav 
Vx Line Red Sports Tourer. 

Insignia is the best car Vauxhall has pro¬ 
duced for a long while and inside the cab it’s 
just as good with well presented instrumenta¬ 
tion and plenty of toys to keep you interested - 
all backed with a lifetime warranty. 

The Insignia has always been a good family 
car but this 1.4 is the most interesting I have 
seen and surpassed my wildest thoughts as far 
as performance goes. 

It’s smooth-riding, stable at high-speed car 
but a little light on the steering when pressed 
to the limit. 

Six airbags and stability control are the min¬ 


imum you expect in a family car these days, but 
the Insignia has anti-whiplash front headrests 
and an alert to tell you if anyone in the rear has 
undone their belt. 

Headlights with nine different beam patterns, 
to suit prevailing driving conditions, offer a 
superb safety option. 

The seating position for the driver is good with 
adjustable steering and loads of space in both 
front and back. One downside is rear vision 
which is a little restricted through the angled 
rear screen. 

The boot carries an impressive level of space 
and easily passed the golf club test. 

There are several standard trim levels, and

that virtually doubles if you count the sat-nav 
specials. Air-conditioning, cruise control, 
steering wheel-mounted stereo controls and a 
CD player are fitted to every model, but there 
are endless ways to personalise the car. 

Options include adaptive damping, four- 
wheel drive, speed-sign recognition and dis¬ 
play. 

This model on test was well equipped with 
standard kit and includes satellite navigation 
as the Nav part of its name implies along with 
the likes of cruise control, trip computer 
styling and lowered suspension to give a sporty 
look. 

Expecting to find an under powered per¬ 
former I was pleasantly surprised with what 
the 1.4 had to offer. 

We are all fuel conscious at the moment but 
still want a car that will perform when we want 
it to. I’ve a feeling this 1.4 will be a popular 
addition to the Vauxhall family.

A huge tur¬ 
bocharged in-gear punch is guaranteed by 2581b.ft, avail¬ 
able between 2,500 and 4,500rpm. 

The colour sch erne may divide opinion but it’s also non- 
negotiable. The white 18-inch wheels ape those of the old 
rally-era quattro cars, and there are two 10cm exhaust 
pipes. 

Inside, the trim is all black, including very attractive 
leather seats with red stitching. Red painted ‘wings’ also 
feature in the headlight clusters as part of a package of exte¬ 
rior changes that set the A1 quattro apart from other Als. 

Different bumpers, a modified grille, the very obvious 
two-tone rear spoiler and rear diffuser are among the fea¬ 
tures new to the A1 range in this car.

“Clubs are being encour¬ 
aged to be more professional 
yet the FA is living in the 
past,” said Harris. 

“All other governing bod¬ 
ies operate on Bank Holi¬ 
days but FA of Wales offices 
are not open for business. 
Clubs are being frustrated 
and it is high time the FA 
operated in the same profes¬ 
sional manner that it 
demands from clubs.” 

The New Saints have 
made a surprise swoop to re¬ 
sign wingman Luke Holden 
from Chester. 

A left-sided forward who 
was a Liverpool youth and 
Tranmere Rovers trainee, 
Holden first signed for TNS 
in August 2007. 

He was released in April 
2008 after making 22 first 
team starts and followed 
manager Ken McKenna to 
Cammell Laird and also 
played at Bradford Park 
Avenue before returning to 
the Welsh Premier with 
Rhyl in January 2009. 

Holden then attracted the 
interest of Coventry City in 
the close season but, after 
failing to agree personal 
terms, joined Charlton Ath¬ 
letic on loan on transfer 
deadline day. 

He then signed for Wrex¬ 
ham on an emergency loan 
deal on 1 February 2010 
after the Addicks decided 
not to offer a permanent 
contract, before returning to 
Chester.

special edition Clio brings 
whole range to brilliance 


IT’S not often that a car makes you feel quite 
like this, but then the Renaultsport Clio 200, 
based on the oh-so-ordinary French hatch¬ 
back, is more than a little bit special. 

This is actually a special edition called the Raider, 
and its matt ‘Stealth Grey’ paint finish gives it the 
sort of fighter-bomber look that its name deserves. 

It’s essentially a fully kitted-out Clio 200 with a good 
few special touches to define the edition. 

The Renaultsport Clio is a bit of an icon, with heritage 
stretching back to the 1980s and the spiced-up versions 
of the Renault 5. That passed its DNA down to the Clio 
Williams, now a modern classic and highly sought-after, 
and then to the first Clio 172 at the turn of the millen¬ 
nium. 

Every single one of them was an absolute blast to drive, 
with intoxicating handling and fizzy engines. 

Several generations later, with only a minor hiccup in 
the shape of the first Clio 197 in 2006, and the range has 
reached a new pinnacle with the Clio 200 Raider. 

Never mind the special equipment over a normal 200, 
such as the unique wheels, standard Carminat TomTom 
Live satnav (or Renaultsport Monitor - your choice), 
standard Cup chassis and Renaultsport touches on the 
gear knob and rev counter. 

What really pulls you in to this car is its reputation for 
the way it drives, and the way it drives is unlike anything 
else in hot hatchdom. 

In a field of turbocharged rivals, the Clio is technically 
slower in the real world - you can’t just plant your foot 
on the throttle and bask in a wave of torque. 

But what you get in return is a wonderfully rev-hungry 
engine that sucks you into the driving experience as sure 
as a whirlpool would suck in a baby seal. 

As you push the engine past 7,000rpm and snick the

wonderfully weighted gear lever up though the close- 
ratio gearbox, you’re hooked. 

It’s a high-revving engine by modern standards, leav¬ 
ing 7,000rpm well behind before hitting the rev limiter. 

It sounds good, and it’s loud enough to get your blood 
pumping without deafening the cows in the next field. 

From the very first corner you reach, you realise that 
the communication the chassis was feeding you on the 
way into it translates to a wonderful steering feel 
through the turn, with a neutral chassis balance that 
responds instantly to throttle and steering inputs. 

It feels planted but at the same time so alive, with as 
much feedback as you could wish for coursing through 
every contact point - and note the special, perfectly 
shaped leather Recaro seats. 

The togetherness and cohesiveness of the finished arti¬ 
cle is outstanding. It feels as though it was made from one 
solid lump of brilliance. 

In no time you’re driving it as though it’s just an exten¬ 
sion of yourself, if you’ll forgive me getting all Zen. 

Turn-in is crisp, instant and accurate, guided by peer¬ 
less feel at the wheel. 

The rack could possibly benefit from being a little 
faster, but the grip, balance and sheer driving delight 
that it constantly throws up along a twisty road is just 
superb. 

Even the ride, bearing in mind the 18-inch wheels, stiff 
suspension and low-profile tyres, is remarkably well con¬ 
trolled. 

The spring and damper rates are just about perfect, so 
even on rough roads, the ride is never crashy or harsh. 

You can’t be lazy or relaxed in this car, and that’s key. 

When you CAN take it easy, you tend to most of the 
time.

TOWN were unable to reproduce their blitzing of 
Northampton at Sixfields as the struggling Cobblers sur¬ 
vived a second half onslaught to make it a frustrating start 
to 2012 for Graham Turner’s men. 

A well struck equaliser from the impressive Matt 
Richards was the only time Town managed to find a way 
past inspired Northampton goalkeeper Shane Higgs. 

After a breathless end-to-end first half featuring a host of 
chances at each end, Town grew increasingly dominant 
after the restart as they went in search of the winner they 
craved to boost their modest points return of two from a pos¬ 
sible nine over the festive period. 

But this was destined to be a day when they allowed 
Northampton - a side they demolished 7-2 as recently as 
November 19 - off the hook with a string of presentable 
chances going unconverted. 

“We huffed and puffed in the second half, got the ball into 
good areas, and there were a lot of scrambles in their 
penalty area,” said Turner. 

“It’s one of those days that nothing’s fallen for us. 

“We’re frustrated, we’re disappointed, but I don’t think 
we could have done a lot more in the second half apart from 
put the ball in the back of the net. That was our problem.” 

Higgs, the former Leeds keeper, stopped whatever Town 
threw at him in a one-sided second half, producing instinc¬ 


tive saves to deny Terry Gornell, Marvin Morgan and attack 
minded right back James Hurst, while Northampton were 
also gratefiil to withstand several other close shaves to col¬ 
lect a point which lifted them off the foot of the Football 
League. 

“We just needed one to bounce off someone and go in,” 
lamented skipper Ian Sharps.

He returned from injury to slot in alongside Sharps at the 
heart of the back four with Shane Cansdell-Sherriff switch¬ 
ing to left back to cover the suspended Joe Jacobson. 

The game ebbed and flowed with chances aplenty, a 
relieved Sharps heading against his own post, before 
Northampton raced into a 22nd minute lead. 

Asante, a young Dutchman from Birmingham City, 


rounded keeper Chris Neal and scuffed a shot goalwards 
with Berahino, borrowed from West Brom, on hand to apply 
the final touch from close range. 

Town needed a quick response and, after Gornell glanced 
a header narrowly wide, they got it in some style on 34 min¬ 
utes with Richards, who oozed class in midfield throughout, 
cracking a shot with unerring accuracy to the bottom corner 
of the net from 20 yards with his weaker right foot. 

Town got to grips with Northampton’s lively front run¬ 
ners in the second half and, going forward, they were bright 
and inventive as they pushed to break down a defence mar¬ 
shalled by ex-Meadow man Kelvin Langmead. 

On another day, given the chances created, they would 
have ran out comfortable victors, but Northampton stood 
firm to pick up a result which delighted their boss Aidy 
Boothroyd. 

“It shows you how far we’ve come as a club since we last 
played Shrewsbury,” he said.

Rowley not 
so spot on 
in last cup 
encounter 


THE late great Arthur Row- 
ley missed a rare penalty the 
only previous time Town 
were paired against Middles¬ 
brough in the FA Cup. 

The sides were drawn 
together in round four in the 
1961-62 season and Town, 
despite Rowley’s spot kick, 
managed to hold the north 
easterners to a 2-2 draw. 

Trailing 2-0 at the break to 
an Alan Peacock brace, Row- 
ley made amends by clawing a 
goal back in the second half 
and Mike Kenning was also 
on target in front of more 
than 14,500 fans at the Gay 
Meadow. 

The replay on Teesside 
proved a tough night for 
Town as they were well 
beaten 5-1 with 34,751 
packed into Ayresome Park. 

This time Rowley managed 
to convert a spot kick but it 
was little more than a conso¬ 
lation as Boro, given a flying 
start by a Bill Harris goal 
after just 11 seconds - their 
fastest ever FA Cup goal - 
romped to victory. 

The clubs met fairly regu¬ 
larly during the decade the 
Gay Meadow hosted football 
in the old second division, 
with a late goal from Darren 
Hughes condemning Boro to 
relegation to the third divi¬ 
sion on the last day of the 
1985-86 season. 

Town’s last trip to Middles¬ 
brough was in division two in 
October 1987. A Bernie 
Slaven hat-trick sentenced a 
Shrewsbury side featuring 
current Everton boss David 
Moyes, who was making his 
Town debut, to a 4-0 defeat at 
Ayresome Park.

Boss seeks 
a happier 
Riverside 
experience 


TOWN boss Graham 
Turner will be hoping his 
first return to the River¬ 
side Stadium this week¬ 
end goes much better than 
his last visit to Teesside 
when he was on the wrong 
end of a 7-0 mauling, 
writes STUART DUNN.

REJUVENATED Bradford made it a New Year’s 
Eve to forget for well beaten Shrewsbury. 

Buoyed by an impressive display in Boxing Day ’s 
goalless draw at Cheltenham, Town arrived in 
West Yorkshire confident of claiming a third 
straight win on League Two’s grandest stage in 
front of a partisan five-figure crowd. 

But they headed back down the M62 with much 
to contemplate after a defensive off-day was 
emphatically punished by a Bradford side, for so 
long the division’s main under achievers, who are 
finally showing signs of an overdue revival under 
Phil Parkinson. 

Trailing 2-0 at the break, Craig Fagan increased 
the Bradford advantage shortly after the restart 
and, although sub Marvin Morgan pulled a late 
goal back after the Bantams had been reduced to 
10 men, it did little to lighten the gloom as Town 
struggled to impose themselves. 

“We’ve got no excuses really,” admitted Town 
left back Joe Jacobson. “We didn’t work hard 
enough and we didn’t do the right things in the 
right places. 

“The pitch was poor and their fans got right 
behind their team. We didn’t really deal with it to 
be honest. 

“We didn’t deserve to get anything out of the 
game and they showed a lot more determination 
that we did. 


“It’s disappointing to perform like that. We 
don’t know why it’s happened but it does some¬ 
times and we’ve just got to get over it now.” 

Bradford, tasting victory for the third successive 
game, took command after scoring twice inside six 
minutes midway through the first half, with 
Town’s defending infuriating boss Graham 
Turner. 

“The goals we conceded were very poor,” said 
Turner, far from impressed with what he had just 
witnessed. 

Town pride themselves on not often conceding 
from set pieces but they were undone by a corner 
for the opener, James Hanson eventually nodding 
home from close range after an initial header from 
Nahki Wells was blocked on the line. 

Mobility 

The pace and mobility of livewire Wells, a 
Bermudan international, constantly troubled the 
Town defence. 

But he could hardly believe his good fortune 
when the visiting back four went AWOL as he 
latched on to a long punt downfield from Syers and 
raced clear before clipping the ball neatly over the 
advancing Neal to make it 2-0. 

Any prospect of a Town fightback after the 
break was shot down within four minutes. Neal did 
well to turn away a stinging drive from Jack Comp¬ 


ton, but the keeper then had the misfortune to see 
Fagan’s follow up effort squirm through his legs 
and trickle almost apologetically over the line. 

Only then, with the contest all but over, and 
aided by the twin arrival off the bench of strikers 
Marvin Morgan and Terry Gornell, did Town start 
to answer any questions of the home side.

Sharps stressed Town’s first appearance in round three since beating Everton 
nine years ago was a match everyone at the Greenhous Meadow was looking for¬ 
ward to as underdogs Shrewsbury aim to shoot down a Boro side well placed to 
return to the Premier League for the first time since 2009. 

“We’ll be going into the game thinking we can win,” said central defender Sharps. 
“Everybody else from outside the club will be thinking it’s a very slim chance, but we give

“We’ve worked hard in the 
last two rounds to get here, 
both at Newport County and 
at home to Rotherham. We 
put in two solid perform¬ 
ances and we’re not going to 
go up there and toss away all 
that hard work. 

“It’s important we go to 
Middlesbrough and give it 
our best.” 

After a disappointing fes¬ 
tive period which yielded 
just two League Two points 
from the nine up for grabs, 
Sharps feels playing an FA 
Cup tie is a welcome distrac¬ 
tion. 

“It’s maybe mentally a lit¬ 
tle break and we’ll go there 
as massive underdogs and 
see what we can do. ” he said. 
“We’ve beaten Derby and 
Swansea earlier this season 
in the Carling Cup and 
maybe it suits us a bit to 
counter attack. 

“Middlesbrough are very 
strong defensively and score 
quite a few goals. They’ve 
got some good young lads 
and pace up front. 

“Tony Mowbray’s teams 
always play good pass and 
move football and it will be a 
massive test for us. 

“They’ve got a lot of qual¬ 
ity there and whatever team

they put out they will have 
quality all over the pitch. 

“But we’ve quality in our 
side as well and you’ve got to 
back yourselves. There’s no 
point playing otherwise.” 

Town should be backed by 
a travelling army of around 
800 away supporters on 
Teesside as the countdown 
continues to the club’s first 
ever appearance at Boro’s 
35,000 all seater Riverside 
Stadium.

“I’m not sure how full it 
will be, but you always aim 
to play as high as you can in 
your career,” added Sharps. 
“They’re in a lot higher divi¬ 
sion than us and it will be a 
nice place to go and play, but 
only if we give a good 
account of ourselves.” 

Boss Graham Turner, who 
will have left-back Joe 
Jacobson available again 
after suspension ruled him 
out of Monday’s frustrating 
1-1 draw at home to 
Northampton, twice led 
Town to the quarter-finals of 
the FA Cup in his first spell 
in charge of the club. 

And while promotion 
remains very much Town’s 


No 1 priority this term, he 
believes Saturday’s tie is one 
to relish. 

“It’s nice to get away from 
the rigours of league foot¬ 
ball, the demand for points, 
and to go and enjoy our¬ 
selves up at Middles¬ 
brough,” said Turner. 
“We’ve got to see whether 
we can put on a display up 
there. 

“If we play - and I mean 
really play - we can cause 
them problems and we’ve 
got to believe that.” 

Middlesbrough were 
knocked out of the FA Cup 
by League Two opposition 
last season when they lost at 
Burton Albion in the third 
round. 

They are also set to be 
without five midfielders this 
weekend as Scottish inter¬ 
national Barry Robson is 
suspended while Nicky Bai¬ 
ley, Julio Area, Merouane 
Zemmama and Kevin Thom¬ 
son are all big injury doubts. 

“We want to progress in 
the FA Cup and won’t be tak¬ 
ing it lightly,” said Boro boss 
Mowbray.
